‘The daily newspaper, with tts corps of news 
agencies having representatives all aver the 
world, war correspondents, special writers and 
impressionist sketchers, has to a very great 
extent ‘ousted the modern historian from his 
particular field, Withia the Jast thisty years— 
we, will go back to the days of the Franco-Ger-

Freeman's /Yistory 
of the Crimean War came out long after the 
war itself, yet it was hailed as a volume of 
absorbing interest by the general mass ‘of the 
people, by all those, in fact, who did not read 
the Times, Innumerable volumes have ap- 
peared anent the Boer War, limelight impres- 
sions were rushed through the press’ long be:
